SUNKEN REEFS. 
Sweeping the Ocean Floor Instead of 
Sounding. 

The misbap of the cruiser Yankee 
brings forth the comment tbat it is 
the more remarkable as occurring on 
the coast “perfectly charted.”  Pre- 
mising that the Yankee got off ber 
course in a dense fog, it may be said 
that, while our coust is as well charted 
as that of any nation, “perfect* is not 
the characterization yet to be employ: 
ed. The methods of surveying the 
ocean floor to locate reefs and shoals 
are now undergoing a revolution which 
when fully accomplished, will reveal 
to the mariner many danger points 
which have heretofore escaped record, 
The old way of tinding out reefs and 
rocks not evident to the eye was by-: 
sounding. Now the coast survey pro 
ceeds by “sweeping'’—that is, by sink: 
ing to the depth a pipe bar, which Is 
trailed along by two boats, one at each 
end of the cable passing through it. 
Any obstruction encountered is imme- 


diately perceptible and is at once 
noted, located and observed. Coastal 
waters are curefully “platted.” and 
each plat is thoroughly gone over. 
The superiority of: “sweeping” over 
“sounding” is made evident by the 
fact that in a comparatively limited | 
area of the Mnine coast, covering 
ruther more than forty linear miles, 
fifteen reefs have been discovered 
heretofore uncharted It often hap- |

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SYDNEY SNAKE FARIS. 


AUSTRALIA HAS VOTARIES OF A. 
PECULIAR INDUSTRY. 


The Reptiles Are Marketed For Their 
Poison Which Is Used as an Anti- 
dote to Snake Venom—-Taxiderm- 
ists Will Pay Big Prices — Frogs 
and Toads Are Also Raised at Good 
Profit. 

Snake farming is not an attractive 
occupation, but it has more than ont 
votary in the Australian Common- 
wealth, In the neighborhood of Syd- 


| ney the industry has been carried on 


for several y 


years by un individual 
who, while disclaiming all knowledg: 
of the snake-charming art, appears to 
have an exhaustive knowledge of th: 
reptiles end their ways. In addition 
to the snakes, large numbers of frogs, 
and even toads, ere carefully reared, 
partly for food for the reptiles, and 
partly for scientific purposes, The 
snakes wre caught in the bush, a work 
frequently necessitating many miles of 
wandering and long hours of patient 
watching, forthe snake is a suspicious 
creature, generally more alarmed at 
the sight of man than man at it. The 
snake hunter employes a couple of 
forked sticks as a means of capture. 
With one the reptile is pinned by any 
part of the body to the ground, afte 
which it is fixed by the neck with 
the other. This done, the captor, with 
finger and thombs, grasps the head at 
the side of the jaws, ond thus has 
the reptile safe and harmless. The 
snake is thus dropped, tail first, ints 
a sugar bag. All that is really ne- 
cessary is a stendy nerve, a straight 
eye and a firm hand. 

A reeent visitor was shown some 
large specimens of the tiver and din- 
mond species, intended for the Sydney 
Board of Health, which is regularly 
supplied with venomons snakes from 
which the poison, used in’ preparing 
“snake antidotes” obtained by 
“milking.” This is deseribed as a 
most interesting performance. Befor 
milking time the sn: los are fed, after- 
wards becoming eveited when a glass 
similar to a wrteh class, covered 
with the finest eftts percha, is nut 
into the cage, The infuriated reptiles 
bite vieionsly through the gutta per- 
cha, leaving tiny drons of poison on 
the prenared gle The milking is 
invariably performed during the sum- 
mer months, when the

KANSAS WANTS WHEAT 


ALBERTA TO SUPPLY SEED FOR 
AGRICULTURAL STATE. 


Seed Sown in Alberta Came from 
Kansas Several Years Ago, and 
Has Improved in Quality Owing to 
Exceptionally Favorable Condi- 
tions and Rich Soil of Western 
Canada Provinces. 

Lethbridge, Alta.— A. E. Humph- 
reys, immigration agent, has received 
a letter irom the Moffitt Commission 
company, of Kansas City, stating that 
they want some Alberta red for seed 
for replanting in Kansas. Further, 
the company says: ‘We are now en- 
deavoring to get the congress of the 
United States to allow the importa- 
tion of foreign wheat into Kansas free 
of duty when used for seeding pur- 
poses. If we are successful in this 
effort we are quite certain that we 
will be in a position to use some of 
this wheat in preference to importing 
it direct from Russia. 

Away back in 1889, when Manitoba 
was but’ sparsely settled, and when 
but little was known of the wheat- 
growing possibilities of the provinces 
of Saskatchewan and Alberta, winter 
wheat growing was practically un- 
heard of in the west; but in the fol- 
lowing years, some of the early Mor- 
mon settlers from the state of Utah 
brought with them a quantity of seed 
winter wheat, while some settlers from 
the east also seeded small areas with 
Dawson’s golden chaff and similar 
varieties from Ontario. 

The experiment proved to be a step 
in the right direction and a consider- 
able quantity of wheat of this class 
was grown, but the grade was some- 
what too soft to be sufficiently satis- 
factory for milling purposes, except 
when mixed with harder varieties. 

Ten years later with a view to fur- 
nishing the settlers with a fresh sup- 
ply of seed and stimulating the culti- 
vation of winter wheat in Alberta, the 
Canadian Pacific Railway company 
imported a couple of cars of Turkey 
red winter wheat from the state of 
Kansas, and this wheat was carefully 
distributed in small quantities 
throughout the southern portions of 
the sunny province, notably in the 
Pincher Creek and Cardston districts. 
The new seed was planted and sar- 
prisingly good crops were obtained, 
and owing to the peculiarly favorable 
climatic factors of Alberta, the dry- 
ness of the air, the many hours of 
sunshine and the nature and amount 
of mineral substances in solution in 
the soil moisture, Turkey red winter 
wheat in Alberta has steadily increas- 
ed in quantity from year to year, uu- 
til at the present time it is regarde:! 
as one of the standard grades and as 
a hard wheat is in great demand by 
eastern and European millers, 


Landowners Own the Air. 

London.—Aeronauts do not intend 
to be taken unawares when out flying 
and are already bent on preparing 
what may be called ‘Rules and Regu- 
Jations for the Air.” é 

An international aeronautic con- 
gress is to meet in London shortly. 

According to Roger Wallnce, K.C., 
one of the British delegates, aerial 
legislation will be a necessary con- 
comitant to aerial navigation. An in- 
ternational law giving everybody the 
right to fly will have to be enacted, 

“At present,’’ says Mr. Wallace, 
“nobody has the right to. fly across 
occupied land, The world is governed 
by the ancient Roman law, ‘Usque 
ad coelum,’ which was framed, of 
course, in the days when no one 
thought of flying. It means that 
every landowner has a right to the 
air above his head as far up as he 
chooses to go, and can get an in- 
junction to restrain anyone flying 


over it.” 


Canada's Destiny. 

London.— Ottawa despatches lead 
The Sunday Observer to declare that 
Canada is determined to keep the door 
open for the mother country. It says: 
—'Ottawa will respond to any over- 
ture from her great neighbor upon 
condition that Imperial interests shall 
not be penalized. This is the strong- 
est type of national statesmanship, 
and the true destiny of Canada is to 


be a great link between the empire; 


and the United States, not the cause 
of another and more disastrous separ- 
ation between America and the rest 
of the British race.” 


Alfonso Will Fly. 

Paris. France.— Alfonso, king of 
Spain, is preparing to become an 
adept in the art of flying. He has al- 
ready acquired an aeroplane of the 
Wright model and is soon to become 
# pupil of Wilbur Wright. _ Alfonso 
has an ambition to live in history as 
the first monarch who ever navigated 
the air as pilot of his own aeroplane. 
When he has finished his course of 
instruction under Wright he means 
to travel about the immediate neigh- 
borhood of Madrid in an aeroplane 
instead of in an automobile. 


New General Staff. 

London.—The new general staff is 
to be established on the broad imper- 
ial basis by means of a system of ex- 
changes. It is strongoly suggested 
that the navy might follow its exam- 
ple and thus broaden and strengthen 
the basis of common security.

Washington.—Bituminous coal pro- 
duction in the United States in 1908 
reached a total of between 820,000,000 
and 3330,000,000 tons, according to fig- 
ures just compiled by the geological 
survey. In 1907 more than 400,000,000 
tons were produced,

In this chapter we have another 
testimony from Veter to the power of 
the risen, living Christ in the presence 
of a large congregation In the temple, 
who were gathered to see the man 
who had been lame from his_ birth 
now perfectly healed. In this discourse 
Peter looks back not only to the death 
and resurrection of Christ, but away 
farther back to the prophecies concern- 
ing Him and to the covenant made 
with Abraham and then onward to 
the time of His coming again to re- 
store all things of which the prophets 
have spoken. Thus we have another 
exampfe of the contents of the Scrip- 
tures and how to use them—the hu- 
miliation and suffering of Christ, the 
center of all, and the kingdom the 
circumference, See in I Pet. i, 11; 
iv, 18; v, 1, his repeated references to 
the sufferings of Christ and the glory 
that shall follow. It is written in Isa, 
xXxxv, 6, among other samples of king- 
dom life, that ‘the lame shall leap as 
an hart,” and in this man of our les- 
son walking and leaping and praising 
God we have a fulfillment of that 
prophecy, for, as I understand it, the 
kingdom was not irrevocably post- 
poned till by the martyrdom of Ste-

As the apostles preached the good 
news there were not thousands saved 
every day or every week, but daily 
ones were added to the 
church (li, 47). There is quite a con- 
trast between helping a poor blind 
beggar and winning thousands of souls, 
and yet the former may as truly glo- 
rify God ns the latter.

In the opening verses of our lesson 
the temple ts very prominent, but nel- 
ther tabernacle nor temple was any- 
thing apart from Him who sald, “Let 
them make Me a sanctuary, that I 
may dwell among them" (Ex, xxv, 8), 
one greater than the temple, who 
when He cleansed it said, “Make not 
My Father's house an house of mer- 
chandise’ (Matt. xii, 6; John fl, 16), 
While, as a rule, there was at this time 
ho real worship of God in the temple, 
we inust remember such as Zacharias 
and Simeon and Anna and that our 
Lord Jesus Himself often taught the 
people there, The gate Beuutiful is at 
least suggestive of [im who Is “alto- 
gether lovely” (S. of Sol, v, 16) and 
points onward to the time of the king- 
dom when the walls of the city shall 
be called Salvation and her gates 
Praise (Isa. Ixvi, 18). The inhabitant 
Shall not say, I am sick, and there 
shall be no more death nor sorrow nor 
erying nor pain on the whole earth
